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INTRODUCTION 

The  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  had  its 
beginning  with  the  appointment  of  the  first  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  on  July  8,  1875,  under  the  title 
"Park  Department."  The  Board  consisted  of  three 
members  who  served  without  compensation.  As  thus 
constituted,  the  department  continued  up  to  1913,  when 
by  provision  of  Chapter  10,  Ordinances  of  1912,  it  was 
merged  with  the  Public  Grounds,  Bath  and  Music 
Departments,  under  the  name  of  Park  and  Recreation 
Department.  The  Commissioners  were  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  term  expiring 
each  year.  The  Chairman  was  a  paid  city  official,  in 
charge  of  the  operation  of  the  department.  The  other 
two  members  served  without  compensation. 

In  1920  the  Cemetery  Department  was  merged  with 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  and  the  title  was 
changed  to  Park  Department.  On  May  1,  1954,  the 
department  became  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  2,  Ordinances  of 
1954.  The  Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sioners was  increased  to  five  members. 

Under  the  latest  ordinance,  the  Commissioner  of 
Parks  and  Recreation  becomes  the  active  head  of  the 
department  with  power  of  authority  far  beyond  that 
which  existed  when  the  Board  consisted  of  three  mem- 
bers (Sections  36-42,  inclusive,  Chapter  2,  Ordinances 
of  1954).  The  Commissioners  meet  as  required  on  call 
from  the  Chairman. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  approximately  2,702  acres  of  parks 
and  playgrounds.  Included  in  this  area  are  the  follow- 
ing facilities:  a  general  office  building;  122  playgrounds 
and  play  areas,  47  of  which  have  field  houses;  20  parks, 
large  and  small;  2  service  yards  containing  offices, 
mechanics'  shops,  storehouse  and  garage;  a  recreation 
office  building;  13  indoor  recreation  centers;  16  public 
bath  houses;  2  public  golf  courses  (18  holes);  3  public 
bathing  beaches  with  bathhouses  in  which  are  2  solaria  ; 
4  swimming  pools  (2  indoor  and  2  outdoor);  85  public 
squares;  14  greenhouses;  19  cemeteries  (3  active,  16  in- 
active or  historic) ;  108  miles  of  parkways,  driveways, 
walks,  and  paths;  131  acres  of  ponds  and  rivers;  and  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  all  trees  on  city  streets,  parks, 
and  playgrounds. 
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The  department  organizes,  promotes,  and  conducts  a 
city-wide  recreation  program  for  all  age  groups  with 
special  emphasis  on  youth  programs. 

This  report  summarizes  briefly  the  efforts  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  and  the  staff  of  the 
department  to  maintain  a  high  standard  in  essential 
services  and  to  expand  the  facilities  of  our  park  system 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  department  within  our  appro- 
priation allowances. 

In  this  report  there  is  no  particular  attention  given 
to  the  extensive  maintenance  responsibilities  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department.  Reference  to  the 
introductory  section  of  this  report  will  indicate  the  large 
number  of  areas,  buildings,  etc.,  that  require  most  of 
the  time  of  our  staff.  It  should  be  apparent  that  much 
of  our  appropriation  is  expended  for  the  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  parks,  gardens,  park  and  recrea- 
tion buildings,  mechanics'  shops,  golf  courses,  ceme- 
teries, etc.  Proper  maintenance  is  the  key  to  efficient 
service.  We  are  confining  this  report  to  major  work 
accomplished  in  1961,  all  of  which  is  substantially  out- 
side the  area  of  general  maintenance. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS  IN  1961  OF 
PARKS  AND  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

Parks  and  Playground  Improvements 

Boston  Common:  During  the  current  year  restoration 
and  repair  of  the  Robert  Gould  Shaw  Memorial  opposite 
the  State  House.  This  is  one  of  the  outstanding  memo- 
rials not  only  in  Boston,  but  in  the  entire  country,  and 
one  that  is  visited  annually  by  thousands  of  visitors 
within  our  city  gates.  The  restoration  was  completed 
at  a  cost  of  $18,300.  Repairs  and  replacements  of  park 
benches  were  completed  at  a  cost  of  $9,428. 

Arnold  Arbor  etujn:  At  this  famous  garden  spot  in  1961 
we  continued  our  program  of  the  asphalt  surfacing  of 
roadways.  This  work  was  done  at  a  cost  of  $12,670. 
Park  benches  were  repaired  and  replaced  at  a  cost  of 
$4,113.58.  This  world-famous  garden,  wherein  grows 
every  type  of  tree  and  shrub  that  will  thrive  in  the  New 
England  climate,  is  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  is  responsible  for 
the  walks,  roadways,  benches,  etc.  The  entire  operation 
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of  this  famous  area  —  trees,  shrubs,  plantings  of  all  kinds, 
greenhouses,  buildings,  etc.  —  is  under  the  care,  custody, 
and  control  of  the  Fellows  of  Harvard  University. 

Franklin  Park,  West  Roxbury:  At  the  Seaver  Street 
Entrance  to  Franklin  Park  a  new  children's  play  area 
was  constructed.  The  area  was  graded,  seeded;  new 
type  of  playground  equipment  installed;  special  seats  for 
mothers  of  small  children  using  the  area;  asphalt  surfac- 
ing; and  the  area  enclosed  with  a  chain-link  fence  at  a 
cost  of  $16,960.46. 

Central  Square,  East  Boston:  For  the  first  time  in 
many  years  major  rehabilitation  work  was  done  at  this 
central  location  in  the  East  Boston  District.  The  park 
was  entirely  graded,  new  sod  placed,  seven  new  trees 
planted,  fountain  relocated,  flowers  planted,  new  fence 
and  gates,  benches,  etc.,  at  a  cost  of  $16,199.17. 

John  W.  Murphy  Playground,  Jamaica  Plain:  Recon- 
ditioning and  renewal  project  on  this  playground,  which 
has  caused  much  favorable  comment.  The  entire  area 
has  been  landscaped,  new  ball  fields  laid  out  for  softball 
and  hardball,  2  new  backstops,  seats,  benches,  fountain, 
34  trees  planted  and  in  general  a  major  rehabilitation 
job  at  a  cost  of  $39,522.50. 

James  F.  Healy  Playground,  Washington  St.,  Roslin- 
dale:  We  have  landscaped  an  older  section  of  the  play- 
ground, planting  thereon  twent3T-four  new  trees,  in- 
stalling a  new  fountain  and  benches  for  spectators; 
reconditioned  softball  diamond;  erected  a  new  backstop; 
constructed  a  new  outfield  fence ;  and  did  other  work  at  a 
cost  of  $21,302.50. 

Buildings,  Etc. 

West  Newton  Street,  South  End:  An  entire  new  play 
area  is  being  constructed  at  the  site  of  the  former  Girls' 
High  School  Building.  The  proposed  play  area  develop- 
ment will  include  asphalt  surfacing,  seeding  in  certain 
areas,  the  planting  of  twenty-two  maple  trees,  new 
benches,  curbing,  interior  fencing,  and  chain-link  fencing 
enclosing  the  entire  area,  consisting  of  a  new  modern 
shelter  building  with  meeting-room,  sanitaries,  basket- 
ball courts,  etc.  In  general  this  will  be  a  modern,  small 
playground  area,  in  the  center  of  a  highly  congested 
residential  area.  This  work  will  be  done  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  $82,000. 
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Parkways,  Roadways,  and  Walks 

During  the  year  repairs  to  the  above  areas  within  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  were  completed  at  a 
cost  of  $20,296.14. 

Greenhouses,  Franklin  Park 

These  structures  were  repaired  and  painted  at  a  cost 
of  $8,104.65. 

Recreation 

Our  recreation  program  and  what  this  department 
accomplished  for  all  groups,  from  the  youngest  to  the 
Golden  Age,  is  well  known  in  the  United  States.  As  in 
former  years  we  have  conducted  our  city-wide  basketball, 
baseball,  handball,  and  football  programs  in  all  sections 
of  the  city.  Thousands  of  persons  competed  in  all  these 
sports,  which  are  set  up  in  junior  varsity  and  senior 
varsity  park  leagues. 

During  the  summer  season  we  staffed  pla3rgrounds, 
play  areas,  and  schoolyards  with  young  men  and  women 
instructors,  most  of  whom  were  college  graduates  or 
upper  classmen  in  college,  who  directed  workshop  pro- 
grams, sports,  games,  athletics,  handcrafts,  music,  etc. 

Under  the  supervision  of  skilled  instructors  we  con- 
ducted a  program  for  handicapped  and  retarded  chil- 
dren, at  South  Boston's  Castle  Island,  at  the  Tileston 
School,  and  in  Brighton,  where  these  children  learned  to 
run  and  play  and  do  many  things  their  parents  believed 
they  could  not  do. 

Cummings  Estate,  Woburn:  Far  removed  from  the 
crowded  tenement  districts,  children  from  the  most 
congested  sections  of  the  city  planted  and  raised  many 
vegetables  and  expertly  cultivated  the  plots  of  ground 
assigned  to  them.  This  project  is  a  joint  operation  of 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  and  the  School 
Department. 

Cemeteries 

Grading,  road  improvements,  and  development  of 
new  areas  within  our  three  active  cemeteries,  Mount 
Hope  in  Roslindale,  Fairview  in  Hyde  Park,  and  Ever- 
green in  Brighton,  were  completed  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $39,000.  Some  roadways  were  reconstructed  and 
resurfaced,  and  new  areas  for  burials  were  developed  in 
which  were  installed  concrete  grave  liners.  The  cost  of 
these  grave  liners  is  returned  to  the  city  when  the 
burial  lots  are  sold. 
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Tree  Planting 

New  Trees:  Approximately  400  new  trees  were  planted 
on  streets  throughout  the  city.  Some  were  to  replace 
trees  destroyed  by  storms  or  removed  because  of 
diseased  condition,  and  others  were  planted  on  new 
streets  recently  constructed.  This  work  was  done  at  a 
cost  of  $13,150.  In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  great 
loss  of  trees  throughout  the  city  we  hope  to  continue 
planting  from  500  to  1,000  new  trees  each  year. 

Faneuil  Hall 

One  of  our  greatest  accomplishments  during  the  year 
was  the  cleaning  and  sandblasting  of  Faneuil  Hall  — 
one  of  the  most  famous  historical  buildings  in  the 
United  States.  The  building  has  been  restored  to  its 
original  condition,  and  with  the  construction  of  the  new 
Government  Center  this  building  will  attain  its  proper 
prominence  in  the  city.  Older  buildings  and  the 
general  area  do  not  set  off  this  landmark  of  American 
liberty. 

Transfer  and  Acquisition  of  Properties 

Maiden  Street,  South  End:  Several  years  ago  this 
small  park  area  containing  one  fifth  of  an  acre  was 
presented  to  the  city  by  His  Eminence,  the  late  William 
Cardinal  O'Connell.  The  area  has  never  been  developed 
and  in  August,  1961,  it  was  returned  to  His  Eminence 
Richard  Cardinal  Cushing,  Archbishop  of  Boston. 

Roberts  Playground,  Dorchester:  A  small  corner  of  this 
playground,  not  used  for  any  playground  purpose,  was 
sold  to  the  Roberts  Post  American  Legion,  containing 
1,676  square  feet.  This  was  sold  with  the  approval  of 
the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor.  The  Post  plans  to 
erect  upon  this  site  and  an  additional  area  a  modern 
building  which  will  bring  in  taxes  to  the  city  government. 

Park  Roadways  Under  Public  Works  Department- 
During  1961  the  following  park  roadways  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  care,  custod}-,  and  control,  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston:  Common- 
wealth Avenue  from  Beacon  Street  to  Kenmore  Street; 
Columbia  Road,  Dorchester,  from  Edward  Everett 
Square  to  Moseley  Street  ;  and  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur, 
Back  Bay,  from  the  Fenway  to  Longwood  Avenue.
